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INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

Dear Sir: 

Responsive to the Interview Summary mailed July 21, 2005, Applicant submits the 
following statement of the substance of the interview. 

Applicant's representatives Mr. Herndon and Mr. Tolomei contacted the Examiner on 
July 14, 2005. Applicant's representatives discussed an "operational mode" processor recited in 
the independent claims that they believe is not taught or suggested by the cited references. The 
Examiner referred to cited references that disclose a processor that switches between scrambling 
and not scrambling. Applicant's representatives argued that the claimed operational mode is 
different than toggling between scrambling and normal processing in that the claimed operational 
mode performs various processes including vocoding PCM signals or bypassing them. The 
Examiner proposed an amendment to the claims invention wherein the operational mode is 
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clearly defined as discussed in the interview. No agreement was reached as to the allowability of 
the case.
